Varieties over- 
lapping in ripening season are indicated by sub- 
letter. Example: McIntosh and Cortland are same 
season and are designated as by numbers 9a and 
9b. We are endeavoring to give the ripening order 
and not the picking order as this will vary greatly 
according to the grower and where they are mar- 
keted. Many of our green apples are picked early 
for cooking purposes. Other highly colored red 
apples are marketed long before actual ripening 
time and again soil, fertilization and climatic con- 
ditions will cause a variation in ripening season. 
We trust this listing will be helpful to you. We 
have endeavored to make it as authentic as possible.

We first observed this variety in 1939 and 
had our first fruits here in our test orchards in

Skin is smooth, almost fuzzless, resembling J. H. Hale 
in color, skin and flesh. Flesh is very firm. Tree 
is vigorous with heavy bud set and bears young. 
Fruits medium sized and well filled when ready to 
pick, suture being rather prominent until peach ap- 
proaches picking ‘period. Growers may be inclined to 
pick too early because of good color and should watch 
this and when tree set too heavy, thinning should be 
practiced to increase size of the fruits. Trees are 
proving satisfactory in test plantings over a wide area. 

1942 OBSERVATIONS OF THE REDHAVEN IN 
OUR TEST ORCHARDS NEAR PRINCESS ANNE 
SHOW THAT THE REDHAVEN will stand low tem- 
peratures. Early January temperatures of 13 degrees 
below zero almost wiped out some _ varieties, .while 
REDHAVEN set a full crop. The older tree set very 
heavy and required thinning. It was again very dry 
in this section during the growing and ripening sea- 
son and this tree with a full crop did not size its 
fruit satisfactory, however, the fruits were attrac- 
tive, firm and of good quality. The younger tree 
bearing its first fruits naturally did not set such a 
heavy crop and was more vigorous and the fruits on 
this tree sized up well being 2%4”’ and were beautiful 
specimens. It seems to be definitely a few days later 
than Fisher and the flesh is flecked considerably with 
red, however, is more firm and gives indication of being 
a good commercial peach to ripen before Golden Jub- 
ilee. We recommend applying fertilizer in early Novem- 
ber or very early Spring on these early ripening types 


to help the early development of the fruits, ‘also 
thinning should be practiced on Redhaven and Fisher 
when a heavy crop is set.

The FISHER peach was discovered as a bud sport 
of the VALIANT in August 1954, near Queenstown, 
Ontario, Canada. Mr. Fisher found these large, well 
formed peaches growing on a single limb of a Valiant 
tree in his orchard, being attracted to the peach from 
the fact that it was ripening fully 3 weeks before the 
Valiant peaches on the rest of the tree. 

Quality above average, however the skin and flesh 
texture of the Fisher peach are such that we don’t 
believe it should be planted heavily for shipment to 
markets 800 or more miles distant. Again we recom- 
mend a well balanced fertilization program on this 
variety. It is inclined to stick to the pit under certain 
growing conditions and again our recommendation is 
that it be planted at 60 ft. or more elevation and in light 
gravel or shale soils for best success. 

Its beautiful color, large size and the clear yellow 
fiesh and superb quality will establish the Fisher as 
one of the most satisfactory varieties to precede the 
Golden Jubilee peach.

Fairhaven is a cross between J. H. Hale and South 
Haven. Trees have shown no weakness to date and 
are vigorous and productive. 

Fairhaven has the same tendency for heavy fruit 
setting as Halehaven and Redhaven, but produces larger 
size fruit than these two varieties.

Excessive early spring rains made 
plantings late for many growers. Favorable weather 
then gave plants a good start during June and part of 
July. Excessive rains then seriously affected many 
plant fields, this being followed with several weeks of 
dry to very dry weather resulting in generally reduced 
supplies of plants for this entire section.

Strawberry Culture 


1. Location, Soil and Preparation. Adequate soil 
moisture is essential to growing good strawberries; 
whether the type soil selected holds moisture well. 
Also take care that the contour of the land is such 
that frost pockets will not form late in the spring to 


freeze out the blossoms. Sites which are not affected 


by late frosts are considered the best for strawberry

however, as white grub worms are always present in 
this type of soil and will do a lot of damage to the 
plants after being set. The soil should be high in 
humus for best results. Rye and crimson clover make 
splendid crops to turn under as a natural humus soil 
builder. However in using these, the land should be 
plowed far enough ahead so that cover crop has time 
enough to decay before the plants are set. 


2. Time To Plant. In the southern states from 
November to April is considered the best time for 
planting, Mareh and April in the central states, and 
for the northern states, April and May the best time. 
We cannot too strongly urge early planting. Set the 
plants just as soon as the ground is workable in the 
spring. Should a cold snap follow, it will not damage 
the plants if they are properly set, and by setting 
early the plants will grow better and be more pro- 
ducive in every way. 


3. Distance To Plant. We recommend that straw- 
berry plants be planted in rows 314-4 feet apart, spacing 
the plants 15-30 inches apart in the row, depending on 
the variety. Fverbearing varieties should be planted 
12-16 inches apart. For planting in rows 3% feet apart 
and 18 inches apart in the rows, it requires 8,000 plants 
per acre and in rows 4 feet apart and 18 inches apart in 
the row it requires 7,250 plants per acre. 


4. Care of Plants on Arrival. Set plants immediately 
on arrival, if possible. However, if it is not convenient 
to do so, the plants should be removed from the pack- 
age and dipped in water to allow roots to plump up 
before setting. If the plants become dried out in 
transit, they should be placed in water up to the crowns 
for at least 3 hours. When this is done the plants 
should be set as soon as possible after being taken 
from the water, but in no case should the tops of the 
plants be wet when being set if the sun is shining, 
because very often the tops will scald and damage the 
plants materially. If you are not able to plant immed- 
lately after the plants are watered, place the plants 
where they will be kept cool and cover the roots with 
moss; or dig a V-shaped trench, open the bundles, 
distribute the plants evenly in the trench, and cover 
them even with the surface of the ground and firm the 
soil. In this manner they can be held until such time 
as you are able to plant. 


5. Stock to Plant. Our plants are strongly rooted 
with finest type of fibrous roots that can be grown. 
We have developed our strawberry plant business until 
now we are shipping plants by the millions each season. 
Our shipping season opens October ist and continues 
until June 30th each year. Special prices will be given 
for cooperative groups and club orders.

THE FUTURE OF FRUIT PRODUCTION 


There comes a time to all of us when we must make important decisions. Now is one of those times 
for the fruit grower in every fruit section of our country. 


From a shortage in foods, we come to a surplus in staple as well as seasonal foods, almost over 
night, due to accumulative production over the entire country. 


With heavy surpluses in all foods it is natural that competition will be keen for sales in every 
class of food, including all fresh fruits, all vegetables, and processed products of both. 

The fruit grower must plan to meet this competition or be lost. The handwriting has been on the 
wall these past five years for all to see. We have tried to advise throughout the same period; some 
have listened, some have not, but the results are going to be the same for all if the grower fails to re- 
vamp his orchards for the coming competition. 


Some of the important factors for consideration at this time are; (1) newer and better varieties 
to ripen in seasons when competition is lowest; (2) diversifying fruit production to include a great- 
er number of types of fruit which can be disposed of in nearby markets. This may include all types of 
plums, nectarines, apricots, grapes and berries of all kinds. (3) No planting of fruits should be made 
until markets have been surveyed to determine whether or not the fruit can be sold for immediate con- 
sumption or, go to the processor. The question of varieties enters the picture here and must be given 
the most serious consideration. Varieties which ripen and overlap other sections cause glutted markets 
and low prices. Investigate what is being grown in nearby competetive areas, then select varieties to 
ripen before or after. (4) The processor will be a controlling factor in the future, to determine wheth- 
er the crop will be sold at a profit or loss and the grower must plant varieties which are good market 
types, but are also adapted to processing, or lose a very profitable outlet for his fruit. To show the im- 
portance of processing, the following figures are revealing, giving a comparative fresh fruit and pro- 
cessing disposal from the orcharfs.

Thus we find that fruits range from 30 to 65% consumption in some processed form. This is food 
for thought that the fruit grower cannot afford to jonere for his future good. 


Here at Bountiful Ridge we are constantly analyzing information gathered from all sources on new 
fruit varieties of all types, in order to propagate what we believe to be best for the needs of the grower, 
regardless of where he is located or the class of market he intends to use. Only by due atttention to 
the growers needs can we hope to serve his best interests with nursery stock which will pay dividends 
in time to come. May we ask that you give attention to our variety listings, descriptions and recom- 
mendations, which are made only after the most exhaustive and careful study of many given varieties 
up to the present time. Varieties recommended may or may not be good for your particular section 
and only a trial can definitely prove or disapprove. 


What About Pollination? 


Back in the late 20’s and early 30’s. much work was done by investigators to isolate the self-unfruit- 
ful from partly self-fruitful and self-fruitful varieties. Again the time of bloom was checked to de- 
termine, early, midseason and late blooming varieties and at the same time the pollen viability of each 
._ variety was tested for potency at various stages of bloom. 

The Pollination of fruit trees, is demanding the attention of investigators and growers to a greater 
degree than ever before, and will continue to do so until adequate ways are found to produce full crops, 
regardless of climatic conditions at blossom time. 


Investigators continue to study this great problem and are trying to develop methods of artificial 
pollination, which can be used when climatic conditions or other factors interrupt the normal functions 
of blooms. 


Every type and variety of fruit needs pollination, most of which is produced by pollens from flowers 
on the same tree or plant, but Apples, Pears, Plums, Sweet Cherries, etc. must have pollen from other 
sources in many cases. Commercial pollens are being collected and identified, for particular varieties, 
whereby the fruit grower can obtain exactly what he needs to cover his particular conditions. 


Some of the techniques show much promise, while others are in extreme doubt, but no method must 
be overlooked at the present time. Among the most promising methods of transfer, for artificial polli- 
nation, are using hand pollination, shot guns, wands, bombs, airplanes and various types of application, 
to effect the desired results. From our own experience, the bee has done the best job; using hive traps 
as provided for this method of transfer. We would recommend this method as the best which we have 
observed and direct those interested to write to: Leo Antles, Box 1248, Wenatchee, Wash., who can give 
you the latest information concerning this method. One grower in the Hudson Valley, has produced 
crops that had to be thinned for the past three years on a Red Delicious orchard which had never borne 
a crop at 10 years of age, by using pollen selected for Red Delicious, transferred with one hive of bees 
per acre of trees. The job was rapidly and effectively done.

CARE OF STOCK ON ARRIVAL 


_The bundles should be opened immediately, the roots 
dipped in water, then heeled in moist ground, so that 
the mellow earth will come in contact with the roots 
and thoroughly protect them from the air, having the 
earth tramped solid around them. 


GENERAL PLANTING 


The ground should be carefully prepared by deep 
plowing and firming down with a dise and harrow. 

The holes for planting must be large enough to re- 
ceive the roots freely, without cramping or bending 
them from their natural position. All broken or muti- 
lated portions of the roots must be cut off so as to 
leave the ends smooth and sound. All trees should be 
planted two or three inches deeper than they stood in 
the nursery row; pack the soil very firmly about the 
roots by tramping with the feet, being careful not to 
bark or break the roots. Leave three inches of the 
surface soil loose to serve as mulch. If the ground 
1s very dry apply one or two pails of water before the 
soil mulch is in place, and after the water has soaked 
away it can then be placed over the moist soil. Never 
put manure so as to come in contact with the roots or 
body of any plant or tree.
